Wkshington,  March  IS.— Owing  to 
the  eontin'oed  disturbed  conditions  ia 
Niearagua  and   President  Belaja** 

failure  to  make  serious  efforts  loolc- 
Ing  lo  the  settlement  of  the  Eiaery 
claim,  the  state  department,  by  with- 
drawing Mr.  Gregory  the  Anericaa 
duurge  at  Maasgna,  and  ordering  the 
legatiOB  placed  in  the  liands  of  the 
consul,  who  will  have  no  diplomatic 
capacity,  practically  broke  -olf  dlplo* 
matic  relations  with  that  country. 

Affairs  in  Central  America  have 
been  closely  watched  by  the  Ameri- 
can and  Mexican  governments,  t>oth 
of  which  have  now  come  to  an  under- 
standing that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  drastic  measures  should  be  en- 
forced to  insure  peace  tn  the  Ceafrsl 
American  republics. 

Ambassador  LaBarra  of  Mexico 
spent  some  time  at  the  state  depart- 
ment in  conference  with  Assistant 
Secretary  Wilson,  and  the  determina- 
tion was  reached  that  if  the  Ameri- 
can warshljjs  now  in  Nicaraguan  wa- 
ters and  to  be  sent  there  are  not  suf- 
ficient to  impress  President  Zelaya 
that  the  treaty  of  peace  entered  into 
between  the  Central  American  repub- 
lics is  not  to  be  lived  up  to,  i.io/e 
radical  steps  would  be  taken  to  ac- 
complish that  result.  The  impression 
was  given  that,  if  need  he.  Interven- 
tion would  be  resorted  to.  The  go\- 
ernments  of  the  United  States  and 
Mexico,  it  was  stated,  are  in  full  ac- 
cord as  to  the  policy  to  be  pursued 
toward  Nicaragua,  and  are  now  aa* 
ticipating  Zelaya's  further  moves. 

So  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  no 
official  information  has  been  received 
here  of  a  reported  naval  engagement 
between  gunboats  of  Nicaragua  and 
Salvador.

Columbus.  O.,  March  13.— Just  be- 
fore final  adjournment  Friday  of  the 
extra  session  of  the  general  asaMn* 

bly..  Governor  Harmon  sent  a  mes- 
sage to  the  solons  in  which  he  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  proposed  ex- 
penditures for  the  next  year  for  state 
pui^ooes  exceeded  estimated  receipts 
by  about  91,000,000.  The  governoj 
added:  "I  have  heretofore,  both  in 
the  inaugural  address  and  by  mes- 
sage, recommended  measures  which  I 
believe  would  bring  the  revenues  up 
to  the  demands  on  them.  One  of 
these  measures  was  to  secure  more 
Just  and  effective  enforcement  of  the 
present  laws  for  the  taxation  of  cor- 
porations on  their  gross  receipts  and 
otherwise.  Bills  have  been  introduced 
accordingly,  but  thus  far  they  hava 
not  been  made  laws.  I  can  not,  tn 
Justice  to  the  people  of  the  state,  let 
you  adjourn  leaving  matters  ;is  they 
are  for  another  year,  without  onto 
more  urging  on  you  the  Importance 
of  action  to  prevent  further  dnttm  on 
the  i)ultiic  savings." 

Senator  CMevenger  of  C?linton  coun- 
ty intrf)duce(l  :i  resolution  authorizing 
the  appoint ineiit  t)y  tlie  lieutenant 
governor  of  a  senatorial  committee  of 
three  to  investigate  the  subject  of 
taxation  and  report  to  the  next  gen- 
eral assembly.  The  resolution  was 
adopted,  the  minority  voting  solidly 
against  it.  Lieutenant  Governor 
Treadway  appointed  Senators  (Reven- 
ger and  Patterson  (Reps.)  and  Sena- 
tor .Msdorf  (Hem.)  to  tho  committee.

Judge  Anderson,  who  is  considered 
the  ablest  criminal  lawer  in  the  state, 
is  chief  counsel  for  the  defense.  An- 
derson is  not  a  dramatic  Orator.  He 
adopts  no  theatrical  devices.  He  does 
not  speak  in  nietaphors  nbr  indulge 
in  sentimental  a;q)eals.  Only  once 
did  he  refer  to  Colonel  Cooper  «s  the 
old  soldier"  and  not  once  did  he  ap- 
peal to  the  sympathies  of  the  Jurors. 
He  boldly  disclaimed  any  idea  of 
pleading  that  any  editorial  or  speech 
oonld  Justify  the  slaying  of  Carmack, 
and  declared  that  hia  clients'  case 
rested  solidly  and  alone  upon  the  first 
law  implanted  in  human  beings — the 
law  of  self-preservation. 

"The  law  gave  them  this  right," 
he  declared,  ''whether  Colonel  Cooper 
had  threatened  Carmack's  life  or  not. 
.Vnd  even  if  Robin  Cooper  had  gone 
over  there  and  struck  Senator  Car- 
mack  in  the  Csoe  with  his  open  hand 
he  would  have  had  a  legal  and  mOTal 
right  to  have  killed  him  if  the  senator 
had  attempted  to  draw  a  revolver." 

Judge  Anderson  declared  that  this 
was  the  law,  that  he  quoted  it  mer^y 
to  show  how  strongly  the  courts  pro- 
tect the  right  of '  self-defense  and  to 
make  manifest  Robin  Cooper's  reluc- 
tance to  shoot  until  be  himself  had 
been  shot.

ILNEIS  WILL  lEET  TODAY 


Will  C«n  Convention  of  Three  An- 
ttifcite  DistrieU  to  Considor  Prop- 

"^tiofi  of  Mlno  Owtiofs  to  Ronow 
PvMont  A^roemont  For  Period  of 
Three  Years — Workers  Will  Insist 
on  Recognition  of  Unitod  Mine 
Workers  of  America. 

Philadelphia,  March  13.— Tie  con- 
ference between  the  subcommittee  of 
the  anthracite  mine  workers  and  op- 
erators to  arrange  a  new  a«i«emVnt 
to  go  into  ^leet  at  the  expiration  of 
the  present  working  arrangement 
raitie  to  an  end  without  result.  While 
the  prospects  are  not  as  bright  as 
they  were  lor  a  peacefol  settlement, 
there  is  still  hope  that  radiral  action 
hy  either  side  will  be  avoided. 

Tlie  executive  boards  will  today  is- 
sue a  call  for  a  convention  of  the 
miners  of  the  three  anthracite  dis- 
tricts to  be  held  in  one  of  the  mining 
towns,  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
plans  for  further  action,  and  tiien  will 
follow  another  conference  with  the 
operators  before  March  31.  The  coun- 
ter proposition  of  the  mining  compa- 
nies to  renew  the  present  agreement 
for  another  term  of  three  years  will 
placed  before  the  convention  by 
the  executive  boards  of  the  workmen. 
National  President  Lewis  of  the 
union  said  that  the  suggestion  for  an- 
other conference  came  from  the  oper- 
ators. 

After  the  conference  the  following 
statement  was  given  out:  "The  Joint 
meeting  of  the  mine'  workers'  com- 
mittee came  to  an  end  without  an 
agreement  being  reached.  Mr.  Lewis 
made  anotner  clear  atistemeBt  ot  the 
mine  workers'  positioe.  Ho  reviewed 
.the  Tarions  demands,  giTing  special 
emphaals  to  the  question  of  recogni- 
tion. He  maintained  that  he  and  his 
magonittee  represented  the  organised 
mine  wwkers,  and  that  if  not  reoog- 
nixed  as  repreaentative  of  the  organ- 
isation thef  liad  no  ataading  and 
could  ventvre  to  sign  no  ■  contract 
which  would  bind  aaytwdy.  He  said 
tliat  tlte  wwamittee  was  speaaing 
a^ctly  ia  the  interest  of  the  antlirar 
cite  districts  aad  were  not  attempting 
to  subordinate  the  asthradte  to  the 
bituminous  lateresta. 

"The  operators  repeated  their  in- 
tention to  deal  with  the  committee 
as  representatiTea  <tf  tlie  anthracite 
mine  workers  and  not  as  officers  of 
the  union.  They  renewed  their  oiler 
to  continue  the  present  agreement  for 
a  term  at  tlM*ee  years,  and  tliis  was 
their  final  proposition.  Mr.  Lewis  re- 
quested that  it  be  pot  In  writing,  and 
operators  answered  tltat  it  could 
be  considered  -as  an  exact  duplicate 
of  the  one  made  in  190<.  Tney  called 
atetntion  to  the  number  oi  the  page 
of  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  in 
1906  upon  'Which  the  proposition  ap- 
peared. • 

"It  was  understood  that  anotlier 
conference  would  be  held  after  Mr. 
Lewis  and  his  committee  presented 
the  operators'  proposition  to  a  oon- 
ventlon  of  mine  workers." 

The  miners'  leader  before  the  cma- 
▼ention  stated  positively  that  the 
miners'  representatives  would  not 
sign  an  agreement  unless  it  was  ex- 
plicitly provided  in  it  for  recognitipr 
of  the  IJnited  Mine  Workers  of  Amer- 
ica- 

There  is  a  possibility  of  the  men 
continuing  at  work  without  an  agree- 
ment and  striking  at  the  various  col- 
lieries as  grievances  come  up,  if  they 
are  not  adjusted  by  the  superinten- 
dents of  these  mines.  This,  it  is 
pointed  out.  would  be  a  return  to  the 
chaotic  conditions  that  prevailed 
prior  to  the  strike  of  1902,  when  there 
were  strikes  every  day  in  all  sections 
of  the  anthracite  regions,  making  the 
amount  of  coal  produption  fma  4ay 
to  day  uncertain.

COMPROMISE  IS  REJECTED 


Senator  Cummins  Pails  in  Effort  to 
Heal  Breach  In  Republican  Con- 
gressionsl  Ranks — Bolters  Promise 

30  Votec  to  Minority  on  Any  Prop- 
osition They  May  Name — Will  Not 
Oppose  Re-election  of  Speaker  Can- 
non at  Tonight's  Caucus. 

Washington,  March  13.— Three  im- 
portant developments  occurred  in  the 
insurrection  against  the  adoption  in 
the  house  of  the  rules  of  the  Sixtieth 
(  on^M  oss  to  govern  the  in*  oming  con- 
gress. A  compromise,  fathered  by 
Senator  Cummins  of  lowa  and  pre- 
sented <to  the  regulars  by  President 
Taft.  failed  to  unite  the  Republican 
members. 

What  is  pronounced  as  a  satisfac- 
tory working  agreement  was  entered 
into  by  the  Republican  "insurgents" 
and  the  Deaucrats.  The  name  of 
Theodore  Roeaevelt  waa  introduced 
as  an  "insurgent**  sympathiser. 

The  oompremiae  was  one  the  "in- 
surgents'* have  had  under  considera- 
tion ever  since  the  report  became  cur- 
rent that  President  Taft  desired  a 
postponement  of  the  fight  on  the 
rules  lest  it  might  delay  the  passage 
of  a  tariff  bill.  It  provided  fbr  the 
re-election  of  Speaker  Cannon  and  the 
adoption  of  the  rules  of  the  Sixtieth 
ccngresa  for  the  special  session.  After 
the  organization  of  the  house  on  Mon-

day  it  was  i)rovided  tliat  a  resolution 
should  be  pass>'d  authoriziiiK  a  com- 
mittee to  invesligate  tiie  rules  and 
report  on  i)roposed  changes  at  the 
regular  session  in  Decemtxr.  It  was 
proposed  that  the  "insurgents"  should 
be  allowed  to  name  four  of  their  num- 
ber for  the  committet  ,  the  Democrats 
six  anri  the  re^iulars  five.  The  latter 
five  were  to  ho  repr<'seiito(l  hy  .Mann 
of  Illinois,  (  nrrier  of  .New  Hampshire, 
Kiefer  of  Ohio.  Smith  of  lowa  and 
Stevens  of  Minnesota. 

For  the  regulars.  Former  Represen- 
tative Watson  of  hidiana  rejilied  that 
the  compromise  was  acceptable,  if 
amended  so  as  to  allow  the  speaker 
to  appoint  the  committee,  due  regard 
being  given  to  the  "insurgents"  in  its 
composition.  The  leaders  of  the  "i!i 
surgents"  subisequently  declared  they 
would  accept  no  such  suggestion.  It 
is  believed  President  Taft  will  exert 
his  influence  to  bring  the  two  hvanch- 
es  of  the  party  together,  however. 

For  more  than  two  hours  the  steer- 
ing committee  of  the  "insurgents" 
were  in  conference  with  a  committee 
representing  the  Democra*.s.  Repre- 
senatives  Gardner.  .Madison.  Nelson, 
Hubbard  and  Hinshaw  were  present 
for  the  "Insurgents"  and  Minority 
Leader  Clarit  and  Representative  Un- 
derwood of  Alabama  for  the  Demo- 
crats. 

The  "insui gents,"  it  is  said,  con- 
vinced the  Democrats  that  they  could 
deliver  30  votes  for  any  proposition 
they  desired  to  propose  on  Monday. 
The  Democrats  promised  to  furnish 
170  votes  against  the  previous  ques- 
tion motion  on  the  adoption  of  the  old 
rules.  This  is  the  full  Democratic 
strength  less  two,  there  being  one 
vacancy  on  account  of  death  and  one 
member  being  seriously  ill.  As  195 
will  be  a  majority,  the  allied  forces 
claimed  the  victory. 

The  regulars  claim  to  have  the 
promise  of  several  Democrats  not  to 
vote  with  their  party  for  the  vartoas 
sinendments  and  deny  that  tha 
surgent"  fbrces  wfll  number  M. 

"I  have  never  yet,  as  *whip,'  fallen 
do^n  on  a  poll  ot  the  hMMe,**  de- 
clared Fbrmer  Reprsaeatatlve  Wat- 
son. "The  organization  will  win  in 
a  walls." 

Both  Democrats  and  the  "insur- 
gents" sagr  that  no  serious  attempt 
will  be  made  to  defeat  Mr.  Cannon 
for  speaker.  The  "Insurgents"  will 
be  left  to  follow  their  personal  incli- 
nations along  this  line. 

At  the  Republican  caucus  tonight  it 
is  planned  .to  bind  the  party  to  vote 
for  Mr.  Cannon  and  for  the  adoption 
of  the  rules.  Several  of  the  "insur 
genta"  will  not  attend.  At  the  Daia-

Forty  Thousand  Will  Protest 
Against  JaHiig  imfsH

Boston,  March  13.— The  greatest  la- 
bor demonstration  in  the  nistory  ot 
Boston  will  take  place  tomorrow. 
Forty  thousand  men,  members  of  the 
unions  of  this  city,  will  march  in  pa- 
rade and  attend  mass  meetings  as  a 
protest  acainat  the  sentencing  of 
President  Gompers,  Vtoe  President 
Mitchell  and  Secretary  Morrison  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  for 
c  ontempt  of  court. 

The  announced  purpose  of  the  dem- 
onstration is  "to  Toioe  the  protest  of 
the  workinrmen  of  Bdston  and  vicin- 
ity against  the  abuse  of  the  injunction 
process  by  the  Judiciary,  the  encroach- 
ments by  the  courts  on  the  oonstito- 
tional  ric^ts  of  free  speeeli,free  press, 
trial  by  Jnry  and  other  rights  guaran- 
teed by  the  constitution  and  tjo  take 
further  steps  to  secure  legislation  to 
define  and  lim|^  the  powers  of  Jndges 
in  injunction  'casos." 

Members  ot  more  than  300  Boston 
unions  have  declared  their  purpose  of 
inarching  in  the  parade.  The  proces- 
.slon  will  be  followed  by  big  meetings 
in  the  afternoon  In  hiatoric  Faneuil 
hall  and  elsewhere.
